2. Some of the more important aspects of this Investment plan aret 

a. Over the plan period (1959/55) the total volume of investment is 
more than doubled. 

b« Investment in coal production is to decrease slightly while invest- 
ment in other forms of energy more than triples. 

c. Investment in the production of chemicals is tripled during the 
period. 

d. Investment in the East German railroad (Relchsbahn) is to be doubled. 

e. Central and local government investment in the field of trade and 
supply (llanuel unu Versorgung) increases approximately five-fold.
